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Thanksgiving Day is a peculiarly 
American institution. History, it 
is true, informs us that the pious 
people of Hyden, Holland, observed 
a day of thanksgiving as early as 
'575i to counnemorate the first 
anniversary of the raising of the 
siege of that city. In 1623 a day of 
fasting and prayer was appointed on 
account of the drought. Rain came 
abundantlj' while the people 
were praying, and the governor 
appointed a day of thanksgiving 
which was observed with religious 
exercises. 

The first recorded Thauk.sgiving, 
apix>inted by authority iu America, 
was proclaimed in Massachusetts 
Bay iu 1*63 1. 

Owing to the great scarcity of pro- 
visions and a consequent menace of 
starvation, the 2 2d of February was 
designated to be observed as a fast 
day. Before that date a long-ex- 
pected vessel arrived from Ireland 
loaded with provisions, and the fast 
day was changed into one of thanks- 
giving. 

Benjamin Franklin relates that in 
a time of great despondency among 
the first settlers of New liagland it 
was proix)sed in one of their public 
meetings to proclaim a fast. An 
aged farmer rose and s^xjke of pro- 
voking Heaven with their complaints 
and of the many mercies they had 
received and of cause they had of 
giving thanks. He then made a 
motion that, instead appointing a 
day of fasting, they should apix)int a 
day of thanksgiving. To this the 
a.s.sembly readily agreed. 

Massachusetts was the first of the 
colonies to appoint an annual thanks- 
giving l)y the proclamation of the 
English governor. During the 
revolution Thanksgivng Day was 
a national institution, being annually 
recommended by congress; but after 
a general thanksgiving for peace in 
1784 there was no national apjwiut- 
ment nntil 1789, when Washfngton, 
by request of Congress recommend- 
ed a day of thanksgiving for the 
adoption of, the Constitution 
Washington issued a .second procla- 
mation of thanksgiving in 1795, on 
account of the suppression of in- 
surrection 



the claim that Boston leads as a tur- 
key-market seems reasonable. Yet 
that New England be not chargetl 
with gluttonous api)etite for turkey, 
let it be remembered that she pro- 
diices less t ban her quota of these 
birds compared with other sections. 

According to the last census, there 
were 6,599,369 live turkeys over 
three months old in the United 
States, June r, 1900. Massachusetts 
had only 3,01s of these, less than 
auy State e'xcept New Hampshire 
Texas led with 648,671; Illinois 
followed with 446,020. 

It is to be hoped that when our 
ceusus men went the rounds many 
turkeys had taken to the woods and 
so were tiot coinited. If this was 
not the case, the fact is clear that our 
turkey production' has fallen otT 
greatly in the last decade, for the pre- 
vious census showed 10,754,060 tur- 
keys on the corresponding date. — 
Chn'sliatt Herald.

The Old World owes a large debt 
to the New for the turkey, which 
lordly bird appropriately crowns 
Eurojie's obligations to us, as re- 
presented by the potato and ludiau 
corn, introduced on that contineut 
with the discovery of the country 
destitied to become the world's 
greatest republic — on which event 
e'en king's tsbles had to wait. In 
the sixteenth century, a turkey was 
a gift a British subject was proud to 
oiler the throne. It has been said 
that our handsome barnyard bird, 
rather than the eagle, should be our 
national emblem. 

We freely exchange eagles on 
coins for turkeys. Our annual tur- 
key trade is estimated at $ 12,000,- 
000, including .sales of eggs and 
breeding stock. For the last, 
Rnroix; continues to draw liberally 
ou us. At this season, however, we 
send few turkeys of any kind abroad ; 
we need them at home. The week 
closing Wednesday before last 
Thanks ■ about 600,000 tur- 

keys, av ; eleven pounds each, 

were .sold lu Mew York City alone 
Had these been entirely for metropo- 
litan consumption, the allowance in 
even distribution among our three 
aud-a-half million people would not 
have fallen far short of one turkey 
lo every family of five. A certain 
l^ercentagc ' \ to outlying 

towns ; but oo^^^chickeus 

and geese swelled jxiultry sales here, 
it may be comfortably inferred that 
many households, unable to buy tur- 
key, had yet a few to grace their 
Thanksgiving board. Equable dis- 
tribution, of course, does not exist. 
Hundreds of homes have more 
turkey than is goo<l for digestion, 
others none at all and little else to 
eat, though charitable organizations 
and v^tivate benevolence seek to 
remedy these conditions. The 
churches and the Salvation Army 
fill many empty larders. • The Bow- 
ery Mission alone feeds thousand

An Open l..elter. 



Editor Jouknai.: — Your editorial 
iu a recent issue of the Journal 
urging immediate action on the part 
of the Executive Committee relating 
to the place of the 1913 convention 
hits the nail square on the head. 

»Sej)arate from the question as to 
which of the several claimants for 
the houor .should be selected is the 
factor of giving the place choseu 
plenty of time in which to get ready. 

It is not merely a question of rais- 
ing a few dollars for an entertain- 
ment and general exjtense fund. 
There must be sufficient time for the 
deaf-mute public to accustom itself 
to the idea that the meeting will be 
held in the place selected. There 
must be time to advertise the con- 
vention, not only among the deaf 
but also among the hearing, and to 
do all this three years is not too 
much. 

Colorado Springs had a full period 
of three years in which to do this 
work, and it is safe to say that 
duriug this time no city was better 
known by name or more frequently 
mentioned by the deaf. The work 
of raising funds was nearly all done 
within .six months of the Convention, 
but other factors entering into the 
problem extended over the full three 
years, and it is only fair that a 
similar period of preparation be 
allowed the community that is to 
entertain the N. A. D. in r9i3. 

The Convention duriug its closing 
session received invitations from 
Atlanta, Omaha, Aberdeen, and St. 
lyouis. The claims of each were 
presented, and there was a spirited 
contest for the honor. But by a 
large majority the Association voted 
to leave the decision to the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Under date of Sept. 5, Mr. S. M. 
Freeiuan, member of the Committee 
from Georgia, submitted a duly sign- 
ed motion addressed to President 
Hanson that Atlanta be selected for 
the r9i3 meting of the Association. 
This motion was sent to the writer, 
then member of the Committee, to 
second, and he duly made statement 
and affixed his signature to that 
effect, and forwarded the document 
to President Hanson. Its receipt 
was acknowledged , but up to date 
the motion has not been submitted 
to the Committee. 

The writer subsequently severed 
his connection with the Committee, 
but there was ample 1;ime in the in- 
terval to put the motion and ask for 
a vote one way or another. If it 
carried our southern friends could 
immediately go to work with their 
task of preparation and advertising, 
and the rest of us could settle down 
to the comfortable anticipation of 
attending the greatest and best 
gathering of the deaf in history. If 
it failed, indications would then 
jx)int to Omaha, and doubt and 
licsitation would be in like manner 
removed. 

This motiou I have every reason 
to believe was the first to be submit- 
ted with due regard to the exactions 
of parliamentary processes. It is 
still before the Conuuittee, and it is 
Mr. Hanson's duty to .submit it with- 
out further delay. 

During the nine years covering 
his three terms as chairman of the 
Committee the writer has never once 
dared to hold back or attempt to 
nullify a motion thus regularly pre- 
sented, however contrary it might 
lie to his own opinion or wi.sh«s. 
He has been accused of being an 
autocrat, but his autocracy never 
went thus far. This motion .should 
be acted upon at once. The great 
majority of the members wish it to 
be settled one way or auother. It is 
the prerogative of the Executive 
Committee to decide, and moreover 
the Association itself voted to abide 
by its decision. To call for a mail 
vote, as has been suggested, is direct 
contravention to the will of the A.s- 
.sociation as expressed in the con- 
vention. 

Settle this que.stion and settle it 
at once, and thus give our prospec- 
tive hosts plenty of margin in which 
to get ready. All that is asked is a 
fair and impartial consideration of 
the merits of each claimant, and of 
each section of territory represented.

ST. ELIZABETH'S CHAPEL FOR DEAF- 
MUTES CONSECRATED. 

(From the Wheeltny Register, Nov. e.) 

With impressive and appropiiate 
exercises the St. Elizabeth's Chapel 
for Deaf-Mules at Steenrod Place, 
east of the city, was formally con- 
secrated yesterday morning before 
a representative audience that fill- 
ed the handsome little edifice and a 
large portion of which were deaf- 
mutes. The interior of the edifice 
was l)eautifully decorated for the 
occasion with ferns and chrysan- 
themums and the very simplicity of 
the decorations added much to their 
beauty. 

The services commenced yester 
day morning at 10:30 6'olook, and 
they were in general chariie of the 
Rev. W. L. Gravatt, D. D., bishop 
coadjutor of the West Virniuia 
diocese, and he was assisted by the 
local clergy of the Episcopal Church 
and a number of prominent church- 
men from the section east ofihe 
Mississippi River. The beautiful 
and imprestive consecration and 
communion services of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church were carried 
out, in whi'di the Rev. Bishop was 
assisted by the following clergymen : 
Rev. Dr John Chamberlain, rector 
of St. Ann's Church, New York 
City ; Rev. Dr. A. W. Mann, -of 
Cleveland, missiouary for the mid- 
dle western district ; Rev. B. R. 
Allaboiigh, missioniiiy of the diocese 
of Pittsliurg ; Rev. 6. J Whildin, 
of Brtltiinore, missionary of the 
Southern district ; Rev. George F. 
P'lick, of Chicago, missionary of 
the north central district ; Rev. F. 
C; Smileau, miasionary for the cen- 
tral Pennsylvania district j Rev. L. 
W. S Stryker, rector of St. Mat- 
thew's P. E Church; the Rev. 
Jacob Brittingliam, rector of St. 
Luke's P. E Church; Mr. Ciiss- 
inan, of Moundsville; Mr. Thomas, 
of New Martinsville, and J. C. 
Bremer, lay reader of this city. 

The vested choir of the St. Mat- 
liew's Church of this city, under the 
direction of Organist and Director 
Louis C, Brooks, rendered the music 
for the occasion, and this added 
much to the interest and impressive- 
ness of the services. A feature was 
the participation in the singing by 
four deaf mules, who, while the con- 
gregation sang, interpreted the 
words in the sjng lanjiuage. The 
ladies participating were Mrs. Sam 
nel Corbett, Mrs. Tipple, Miss 
Christina Jepson and Miss Ada 
Andeison, and' I hey were attired in 
the regulation cassocks of the Epis- 
copal church. 

The services opened with Bishop 
Gravatte receiving at the entrance 
of the church the church wardens, 
vestrymen and clergy, and they 
marched up the .isle to the chancel 
repealing the twenty fourth psalm. 
Upon their arrival at the chancel 
they went within the rail and the 
bishop, seated in his chair, received 
the instrument of donation and en- 
dowment presented tohiin t>y Mr B. 
Walker Peterson, of the St. Mat- 
thew's vestry. The instrument was 
read l»y Mr. Peterson and Interpiel- 
ed by Dr. Chamberlain in the sign 
language, and following its recep- 
tion tlie consecration prayer 
was offered by the bishop. The 
consecration sentence was then 
spoken by the Rev. Mt. Stryker, 
and. he instrument of donation was 
accepted by him on behalf of the 
bishop of the diocese. Then came 
the consecration, and this was fol- 
lowed by the services of morning 
prayer, in charge of Bishop Gravatt. 
After the repetition of the Lord's 
supper the fiist scripture lesson was 
read by the Rev. Jacob Brittingham 
and interpreated by the Rov. F. C. 
Simielln. The second lesson was 
red by the Rev. George Flick and 
interpreted by Mr. Ctissman, lay 
leader of Moundsville. Following 
prayer by Di. Cbniubeilain and the 
singing of a hymn. Bishop Gravatt 
offered a prayer, followed by the 
reading of The Ten Coniandm»»nis. 
The epistle was then read liy Rev. 
Mr. Stryker, interpreted by the Rev. 
Mr. Allabongh; the Gospel by Dr. 
Chanilierlain interpreteil by the 
Rev. Mr. Maun. 

The Rev. Mr. Stryker then an- 
nounced that the gifts to the chapel 
would be lilessed al this time, and 
the list was read by him and inter- 
preted l)y Dr. Chamberlain. This 
concluded the prayer of blessing 
was offered by Bishop Gravatt, and 
then followed the beautiful Epis 
copal communion service. This 
was participated in by almost the 
entiie oougiegation, and at its con- 
clusion the consecration sermon was 
delivered by the Rev. Dr. Chain 
berlain, of St. Ann's Church, New 
York Citv This sermon was ap- 
propriate and forceful, and the ver- 
satility of this eminent divine was 
remarkably displaye<I by the fact 
that while delivering the sermon 
from Ivis Hpslo the hearing portion 
of his congrgation he simultaneous 
ly gave it in the sign language to 
the mute poition of theassenililage. 
He took for his text that passage of 
Scripture : "Take thy shwis from off 
thy feet, for the place whereon thou 
standesi is holy ground." Sanctity 
was the thread of his discourse, and 
this idea prevailed throughout. He 
said we do not know at all times

his hearers to bear in mind that 
whatever may be the custom of re- 
verence to observe that etistom. 
He said : 

" We ha've here a service of conse 
cration. Did we make it a hallowed 
place? No. We set it aside and 
asked Him to make it a hallowed 
place. The coming ito God's house, 
reciting its prayers, singing its 
hymns, will not make us holy, but 
we must so live thai we may secure 
the blessings that come from the 
use of His house. Use His house 
as help to make your lives better, 
and this is sanctity. IF we build 
our lives to conform with God's 
ideals, then will His house become 
a blessing." 

Following the sermon the Rev. 
Mr. Stryker lead an address prepar- 
ed by the Rev. O. J. WhiUlin, 
and il was interpreted by the latter 
ill the sign language. He told the 
history of. his becoming interested 
in the work in this section, and in 
it paid a glowing triltute to Mr. and 
Mi-s. Steenrod, for whom the chapel 
is a memorial. He then gave a 
brief history of tlni local congrega- 
tion since il has been occupying it« 
new home. He staled the chapel 
was dedicated August 28, 1908; 
there had been 140 services held, 
for which the total offerings amo- 
unted to $590; fifteen parents and 
their children had been baptized; 
S9 had been oonfii'med; three had 
received burial riles, and there had 
been one marriage. 

Bishop Gravatt then took ooca 
sion to say how thoeiitir* diocese re- 
joices over the coinpletiou of this 
great work, and concluded with a 
glowing tribute to the memoiy of 
Mr. and Mrs. Steenrod, for whom 
the chapel wa.s erected. 

After the ottuiing had been tak 
en the prayei for the whole stale of 
the church was delivered by Bishop 
ravatl and inlerpi-ute<l by Dr. Cham- 
berlain, after which the consecra- 
tion of the communion service was 
conducted by Bishop Gravatt, and 
after the singing of the communion 
hymn the service was brought to a 
close. 

In the consecration of St. Eliza- 
beth's chapel yesterday it maiks 
the third consciated church in the 
United Slates for the. exclusive use 
of the deaf-mutes. The work has 
been uphill, but one of untiring 
effort and perseverance. It l>egan 
in New Yoik Dr. Gallendel's ser- 
vices held in the aflernooii in one of 
the hearing churches. Henry Win- 
ter Syle was the first ordained deaf- 
mute prie.sl in the church history, 
and Philadelphia was the first city 
in the Unite. I Slates lo have a church 
conseciated for the deaf mutes 
alone. New York followed by 
building a church, and now St. Eliza 
belli chapel al Steenrod Place holds 
the third place. This chnpel was 
elected in memory of Mrs. Plaloff 
Zane's father an<l mother, Mrs 
Elizabeth Anne McClurg Sleenrod 
and George W. Sleenrod, b,,th of 
whom weie educated in the deaf- 
mute institution in Philadelphia. 
It was a desire of Mrs. Steenrod's 
heart to have a church built for tlie 
people whom she so loved and pray- 
ed for, but she did uol live to see 
her wish realized. It is a fit me- 
morial to tliose two sainted people, 
loving, generous and God-fearing, 
wluKse aim was to uplift and lo 
teach and lo show God's great love 
and beauty. 

And il is for the undying love of 
her parents that Mia. Zane has 
worked and striven to carry out her 
mother's last wish, and she feels 
thai on tl'.is day an<l in this chapel 
her work just liegun. 

Job 
Turner the Rev. Oliver Whildin 
lietian his missiouary work in the 
South. His church is in Baltimore, 
but he visits here periodically, ad- 
minislerinir the Holy Communion 
to the people, 60 in number, and 
pays parish visits.

" Among the fifty-eiyht awards 
made by the Carnagie Fund Com- 
mission lo day wei-e four lo Califor- 
iiians foi acts of bravery. Edmund 
M. Price, aged 34, a legging makei, 
deaf-niiiti> and an athlete of Los 
Angeles, was awarded a bronze 
medal and $1,000 towards the pur- 
chase of home. He saved the life 
of Hazel Owen, aired 5, of Los 
Angeles, May 2G, 1907. Il was at 
Seal Gardens on the north bound 
track on the Pacific Fleet ric Com- 
pany opposite the west entrance to 
I he Seal Garden Park. Hazel 
Owen started e.aslward across the 
tracks, following her father and 
others and when between the rails 
she saw a car approaching from I he 
south. She slo|)ped bewildei-cd and 
the cries of .several persons con- 
fused her. The car was tunning 
twenty-five to thirty miles an hour. 
The car was thirty fret away from 
the child ^^heu Price, who was 
standing opposite, dashed across 
the track, caught the child and 
jumped, being barely mis-sed by the 
car. Price said he thought he had 
a reasonable chance to save the 
child, with slight injury to himself, 
but he dislinellv fell the car graze 
him as it passed Price has a wife 
and H danghter, aged 9, earns $16 
a week and bears an excellent le- 
putation." Mr. Price is an old 
Washington boy, he having resided 
here with his mother for several 
yeai-s while attending the Kendall 
School and Gallandet College, of 
which lie was at one time a mem- 
ber of the class of 1899.

Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The uew buihliug will occupy a 
plot of groiiml about forty-flve feet 
along the street front aud twenty- 
five feet in deptli. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basemeut, 
and will bo used for the social, ni- 
liglouH and i*idustrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Oallan- 
jlet Memorial Parish Uuilding" will 
be about tSU.OOU, aud the building 
Itself, iu its iwsition and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monunif«nt 
to him whose life was devoted to tho 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
